' force for good. But too often, she discovered, the juvenile 


court failed of its purpose simply because it wasn't being 
handled in the right manner. 


As an example of what good juvenile court can do, 


Miss Frazier cites conditions In Cincinnati, where the court 
is under the direction of Judge Charles W. Hoffman, one of 
the nation's leading juvenile authorities. 


There are 1200 boys in the Onio state industrial school; 


but only 12 of them came from Cincinnati, second largest 
city in the state.

Hamilton county, in which Cincinnati is located, has 


fewer inmates in the state's penitentiary in proportion to its 
population than any other county in the state—including 
. even the most sparsely-settled rural counties.

Surely, those two facts are enough to prove that a good 


'juvenile court is one of the strongest assets a city can have. 
1 Yet Miss Frazier estimates that at least 90 per cent of all 
juvenile courts fail utterly of their purpose; fail because the 
'judge inflicts punishment without trying to get at the cause

competition of Hawaiian planters, 
who, he says, provide the most ser- 
ious menace to the domestic pro- 
ducers. 
Hawaiian sugar, he says, 


is the nigger in the wood-pile. 


"I realize that the 
protection 


theory is desirable and necessary," 
he says, "but I am opposed to a 
flat duty because it must inevit- 
ably do injustice to the consuming 
public. When the world market on 
raw sugar went up the cost of raw 
sugar plus the duty and plus re- 
fining costs would make a pro- 
hibitive price for sugar.

world price goes up and the duty 
comes down. Inevitably the world 
price of sugar is going up, for the 
Cubans are going to restrict pro- 
duction and establish a single Beij- 
ing agency.

'The Porto 'Ricans, the''Filipinos 
and the ilawaiians are making a 
profit because they have no duty 
to pay on their sugar.

above everyone else because 
they 


send their sugar to their own re- 
finery in California. Their west- 
ern territory cannot consume "all 
the refined sugar which they pro- 
duce by refining at full capacity 
and so they have reached out into 
what normally would be by the 
selling territory of the beet .sugar 
producers. 
That's where the beet 


producers find their real competi- 
tion. 


"The Hawaiian planters 
make 


sufficient profit on raw sugar to 
forego any refiner's profit. Domes- 
tic beet and cane sugar doesn't 
compete with duty-pair raw Sugar. 
It competes with refined sugar. If 
the Hawaiians sell without any re- 
fining profits they can sell below 
everyone else." ..
